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SUMMARY: OF ‘THE METEOROLOGIONY. AND RAINFALL OBSERVATION: 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 2a OF 


Ar the commencement of the present week a rather strong dry westerly air current Vr ged 
‘was blowing over the whole of North and South Behar ofd Chutia Nagpur, and over partsof = 
South-West and North Bengal, while the moist southerly winds which were blowing in = 
* South and East Bengal only penetrated toa short distance inland. These‘winds of eourse™ = 
indicated that the usual hot-weather.conditions were prevailing over the Province, and that,» 
so long as these conditions las rainfall would be confined to afew local hot-weather ~~ 


- storms, and that no general rainfall was possible. During the week’ these dry westerly 


winds have been very slowly, but steadily, dfiven back by the advancing southerly and easterly 
winds, and for the last day or two of the week, the westerly winds were confined to, South if 
Behar and Chutia Nagpur. Easterly winds were then blowing in North Bengal and North * 


. Behar, and southerly and south-easterly winds were blowing in South-West and East Bengal.

. The very slow and gradual advance of the southerly and south-easterly winds was sufficient 
to show that they were by no means’ strong, and consequently comparatively little moisture 
was: brought up by them into Bengal. By the interaction of these Wind systéms 
a few local storms have been rarolteed, ‘but. they have been by no mtans géneral, and. 
in most instances the rainfall brought by them has been small. It will thus,be}seen , 
that the rainfall for the week has been exceedingly scanty in a few districts, and almost

Av the close of the previous week the wind systems over the Province showed that 
the dry westerly hot-weather winds were being steadily driven back by southerly and 
easterly winds, and on the last day of the week the westerly current was confined to a few 
stations in the extreme west of South Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The southerly and 


- easterly currents were, however, comparatively feeble oyes, and they were bripging up only 


small quantities of moisture into the Province. These conditions continued to hold good 
Grohe bout the first four days of the week, but on Wednesday, the 83rd, winds became 
somewhat irregular in direction, and the southerly and easterly currents were not so strohgly 
ronounced. These winds have of course brought up the largest amounts of moisture into 
‘ast and North Bengal, and into the eastern districts of South-West Bengal, and during 


the first four or five days of the week rain showers were fairly general over considerable . — 


portions-of these districts, and in some cases the amounts of rain received were rather 
large. . 

One of the most prominent features in the meteorology of tlie week has been the 
establishment of moderately strong monsoon winds over the south and centre of the Bay, 
Ou Friday, the 5th instant; decidedly strong monsoon winds were blowing at the Ceylon 
stations, and this advance, of the Bay of Bengal monsoon current was accompanied by 
the setting in of the Bombay branch of the monsoon current on the south-western, 
coast of the Peninsula, The western branch of the monsoon was ushered in by a 
small but rather feeble storm which reached the south-west coast at the close of the 
week, and which brought with it the first heavy rain to that coast. So far as the present 
indications go, the Bay of Bengal current is setting in rather more feebly than usual, 

The pressure changes during the week hate not been of a very marked character. 
For the previous week pressure had been uniformly above the normal, and the average 
excess pressure over the whole Province equalled about 0°11”. On the Saturday pressure 
decreased rather decidedly, and the excess pressure was reduced to 0:05”, but on the Sunday 
pressure again commenced to increase, and the excess rose to 0:1”; on the following day 
a further iucrease took piace, and the excess became 012”. On the following three days 
pressure changes were small, but still with an upward tendency, and the ,excess pressure 
became thirteen, fourteen and sixteen hundredths of an inch respectively. On Friday, 
however, the increasing tendency ceased, and a fall set in, and excess pressure was reduted to 
0:13”, ‘The average excess for the week over the whole Province has therefore been 0°12”, 
‘and so long as the pressure continues so largely in excess, it does not appear probable 
that a strong monsoon can set in over the Proviuce. 


Temperature has continued decidedly high in most districts throughout the week, but 
with the occurrence of rainfall the tendency in certain districts has been for it to’ decrease, 
In Orissa, East Bengal and South*Behar temperatures bave not been far removed from the 
normal, but in South-West’ Bengal temperature bas been 3:5° in excess, in Chutia Nagpur 
it has been 4°3° in excess, and in North Behar 4°9° in excess. , 


Rainfall, as has before been explained, has been to a great extent confined to East and 


* North Bengal, aud to the eastern districts of South-West Bengal, Showers, however, have

also fallen in the western districts of South-West Bengal, in Orissa and in the Sonthal Per- 
gunnahs. In East Bengal almost all stations received rain on two,, three, and in some cases 
on four days in the week, ‘and the average amount recorded was 0°96 inch as against a 
normal fall‘of 3°64 inches. In North Bengal the Maldah, Rajshahye and Dinagepur districts 
have received little or no rain, whilst the Julpigoree, Cooch Behar and Darjeeling districts 
received comparatively large amounts. The whole area of North Bengal’received an average , 
fall of 1°64 inches against the normal fall of 8°23 inches. In South-West Bengal 
Nuddea, Khoolna, Jessore, and Moorshedabad districts received rain on three and af some 
stations op four days in the week, and in many cases the rainfall has heavy. The stations — 
in these districts received an average fall of 1°29 inches, Of the western districts of.South- 
West Bengal, Midnapore and Baukoora received practically uo rain, and’ ‘the stations in — 
the western districts generally only averaged 0:24 inch of rain for the week. The D

«There seems to be little doubt but that a considerable number of deaths are annta)ly 
caused in Bengal through the carelessness of herbalists and others in substituting nux vomica 
bark for the bark of a non-poisonous medicinal tree, In the annual report of the Chemical « 
Examiner’s Department for 1882, reference was made to the death «fa child throngh poison- 
ing by strychnine in this way, a decoction of “ kuchila” (Strychnos nu vomica) bark having 
. been supplied and administered instead of a decoction of “ kurchi” (Wrightia anti-dysenterica) © 

bark, which had been ordered as a tonic and astringent. "” 


. One of the most remarkable features in the mortality returns of Calcutta is the enor- 
-mously high death-rate from tetanus, "During 1884, 1,204 deaths were registered under the 
heading of tetanus, and the mortality for J884 in this respect was not unusually high. 
The Jarge bulk of the cases which figure in the returns under this heading occur iy children 
aud infants; and such enorniously’high prevalence of tetanus has never been satisfactorily 
explained. As the symptons pf strychnia poisoning very closely simulate those of tetanus, 
it 1s worth considering whether or not many of these cases of alleged tetanus may not really 
be cases of strychuia poisoning, when it is remembered that the deadly nux vomica bark has 
heen proved on s@veral occasions to have been substituied for, or mixed with, the relatively 
oh pall fi Aurehi bark, and that this latter bark is extensively used by the people for infantile 
ailments. : 
This matter, which is of much iniportance in itself, is closely connected 
with the question. of the restrictions to be imposed on the sule of poisonous 
This question has been more than once under the consideration of 
Government. It is beset with many difficulties. Poisonous substances exist - 
» ‘in every hedge and garden throughout the country, and in the present state of 
society in Bengal it seems quite impossible that the sale of poisons generally 
«ean, be effectually controlled. What is moye*important is to check the ignorant 
, ding of English drugs and medicines. With this object provision has 
been made in the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, for the registration of shops for 
. the sale of Huropean drugs, and for the employment in them of dispensers duly _ 
-_-seertified as fit persons to be entrusted with such duties. 
10. The enquiry that was comménced by Drs. Warden and Waddell as .

4. Dr. Waddell’s remarks in paragraph 22 deserve consideration, and 


_ Tagree with him in thinking-it a matter for regret that ‘the medico-legal 


a formerly furnished «by medical officers have been discontinued since 


1872. His notes on the various poisons used to destroy human life, gathered 
from the records forwarded to his office, are all of considerable interest; but 
the attention of Governmént is more especially called to those under the 


head of Nux vomica towards the end of paragraph 27 of the report. The 


facts recorded by him fully justify the suggestion that many suppesed deaths 
from tetanis amongst children may be really due to stryebnia poisoning. Duey 
enquiry on tie part of medical attendants at the time of death would pro- 
bably throw some light on this subject, and all supposed cases of idiopathié 
tetanus, in which kurchi bark had been administered, should under existing 
circumstances be considered as suspicious. In the case which occurred in 
May last, it seems at first sight inconceivable whiy a large quantity of a 
poisonous drug which was being sold under another name should have been 
returned to the vendor who appears to have escaped unpunished. If such 
procedure was in conformity with law; it-is I think quite clear that the law 
should be amended. f . 
5. The remarks in paragraph 41 under the heading Detection of criminal 
isoning are important, and Dr. Waddell’s suggestion should command the 
attention of all officers forwarding viscera for examination. At the same time, 
whilst pointing out the necessity for keeping in view tlfe possible formation 
of “ ptomanies ”’ or cadaveric alkaloids generated during decomposition, which 
are said to, give reaction identical with those of some vegetable alkaloids, it 


* is satisfactory to observe that there has never hitherto -been any suspicion 


that the chemical’ results which yielded the active principles of such poisons 
as aconite and datura, the ones in common use in Bengal, did not indicate 
the actual presence of these poisons; the physiological tests and the recog- 
nition of the microscopical and physical character of their tissues have left no 
room for doubt. _ 

6. In paragraph 43 the unsatisfactory nature of the miajority of the reports 
which accompany viscera or suspected substances is referred to, and the atten- 
tion of Civil Surgeons will be again called to the subject ; but in all such cases 
it would be well for the Chemical Examiner to bring the shortcomings of 
individual officers to the notice of this office as they occur, and not confine 
himself to a general condemnation in his annual report. - P 
. 7, The remarks regarding restrictions on the sale of poisons, especially 


- arsenic, deserve attention. Forty-six samples of potable water were examined 


against 44 in the nine months of 1883 and 77 in the previous year. 

~ 8. Section III, relating to Government stores and customs articles, con- 
tains matter of much interest. Dr. Waddell’s remarks regarding the work 
thrown upon his office for spirit determipations deserve, I think, special utten- 
and his suggestions that such work should ordinarily be conducted by the 
stoms Department seem both practicable and reasonable.

The total increase in cognizable cases was 3,103; in nom-cognizable. cases 
4,303. Ofthe former, only 94 cases represent the increase in the Suburbs. 
The increase in non-cognizable crime was entirely confined to the Town, there 
being a large decrease in the Suburbs im prosecutions under the Conservaney 
Act. ‘

2. The number of persons arrested and summoned increased from 47,987 
‘to 54,888. There were 47,391 persons convicted, being +634 per cent. of those _ 
arrested, against 40,363 persons, or 84°11 per cent. of those arrested in 1883. 
The general result was therefore better than in 1883; but the ratio of convic-_ 
tions for offences non-cognizable under the Indian Penal Code decreased from _

9. The number of suicides reported was 51 against 60 in 1883, In 22 cases

196 inquests. These are held only when doub« exists as to the cause or 

manner of death. Accidental deaths numbered 171 against 188 in 1883. 

Thirty-six were caused by street vehicles. Prosecutions for negligence were 

instituted in six cases. Four of the prosecutions were against drivers of 

tramears, but there was no conviction. Eighteen servants of the ‘I!'ramway 

Company were prosecuted for rash driving, but there were only five convic- 

tions. In street accidents,30 persons feceived fatal and 339 persons minor

The increase in this business is ascribed to the opening of new shops during the 
Exhibition, and as the inland transport of arms and ammunition varied but 
slightly in comparison with the preceding year, the explanation given is probabl 
correct. The retail sales of guns in Calcutta increased from 164 to 845. It is 
stated that the greater portion of the trade was carried on, not in imported 
guns, but in guns of native manufacture from Monghyr. In the year under 
review, 1,088 guns were supplied from Monghyr, the wholesale price being: 
Rs. 8 for a single and Rs. 16 for a double-barrelled gun. They do not carry

to Rs. 4,28,783, of which Rs. 2,77,341 were paid by the Municipality, Rs, 92,446 
by Government, and Rs. 58,996 resulted from fees and fines: ‘The appointihent 
‘ot four additional European constables was sanctioned at the close of the year 
for the purpose of keeping ‘order in the neighbourhood of certain hotels, and 
one European Sergeant and eight European cunstablés were appointed in 
Novémber for duty during the cold séason.. The appointment of an. Assistant 
to the Deputy Commissioner of Police has been sanctioned fron August, 1884 up 
to’ $1st. December 1885 at the entire cost-of Government. The cost ef the police 
in the Suburbs increased from Ks 1,48,558 to Rs. 1,52, 840. Asno alteration 
was made in the strength of the Suburbati Police, the increased cost, in 
the absence of explanation, is not understood.

Fuller explanation should be given by che Commissioter of Police of increase 
or decrease of cost of these bodies. The reorganization of the Calcutta Police 
Force is at present under the consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor. 

14. Of the police, <25 were Bengalis and 1,898 were up-countrymen. The 
number of Bengali officers was, as in the preceding year, 82, but the number of 
Bengalis serving as constables decreased froth 148 to 141. The unwilling- 
ness of Béngeee to serve in the police, on account of their dislike of its 
duties and discipline,, has been repeatedly noticed in reviewing police 
‘administration, ‘he total casualties in a police force of 100 Europeans and 
Hast Indians und 2,935 natives amounted to 525, or 17-29 per cent. Of these 
108 were pensioned or discharged on gratuity, 201 resigned, 114 were dis- 
missed, 57 were discharged, 24 deserted, and 26 died. The mortality doc , 
from 9°10 to 8°56 per mille. This did not, however, represent the true mortali- 
ty of the force, as only the deaths in hospital are g:ven. The number of 
judicial punishments of police decreased from 38 to 25. Of these 25 men, one 
was executed for murder and six were convicted of theft or receiving stolen 
property with guilty knowledge. The Commissioner notices that no Europea: 
officer was convicted of any offence during the year. The ditieulty in obtain- 
ing efficient recruits locally appears to increase every year. ~ 

15. The Lieutenant-Goyernor is glad to observe that the very important © 
subject of the proper registration and surveillance of habitual criminals has 
received the special attention of the Commissioner of Police. At the close of 
1883 the names of 2,237 convicted offenders were borne on the thana registe: 
At the close of 1854 the registers were examined and revised, and the n

can have been nevessary, The Chief Presidency Magistrate will be requested 
to give his attention to the subject. A closer supervision over the Presidency 
Courts should tend to reduce the inconvenience noticed. 
“Yt. Inthe Court of the Chief Presidency Magistrate the total: number of 
cases instituted increased from 12,124 to 13,635; of persons concerned from 
15,814 to 18,193. Of persons concerned 1,712 were acquitted or discharged, 
16,415 convicted, 32 committed to the High Court for trial, 30 under trial at 
the close of the year, and-four were transferred. Sentences of flogging were 
carried tye age 33 persons, 20 stripes being the largest number inflicted’ in 
any ‘case. ‘I'he total amount of -fines imposed was Rs. 83,195, of which 
Rs. 30,107 -were realized. In 1488 the Corresponding figures were’ Rs. 33,312 
and Rs. 29,713 respectively 
18. Benches of Honorary Magistrates sat regularly three times a week 
for the trial of criminal cases, and special benches also sat as occasion required. 
A Court presided over by a Justice of the Peace was held three times u week 
for the disposal of municipal cases. The Chief Presidency Magistrate states 
that the working of the Benches has, on the whole, been satisfactory, and that he 
has always found the Honorary Magistrates most willing to ussist im lightening 
the files. He complains, however, of the irregularity and lateness of attend- 
ance of some Honorary Magistrates. The Liewtenant-Governor had to notice 
this subject'last year, and regrets that, after what was then said, he should be 
compelled again to advert to it. Sir Rivers Thompsdn believes that the only 
remétly, where Honorary Magistrates are so little interested in their duties 
as not toattend a single Bench sitting throughout the year, is to ask them to 
resign. This may be done in the case of the nineteen Honorary Magistrates 
who during 1884 were neyer once present, It is satisfactory to find that a 
considerable number of the Honorary Magistrates are reported to have given 
thfir services frequently at much inconvenience to themselves, and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor om that the good example they set will in future be more 
‘generally followed by their colleagues. The Chief Presidency Magistrate 
notices the increase of municipal prosecutions under license and conservaney 
heads from 10,841 in 1483 to 16,534. He attributes this increase to delay and 
want of care in instituting prosecutions.and to the inadequateness of the fines 
inflicted. He also points out that in a large proportion of the cases an ex parte 
“conviction is given, and on distress warrants issuing ‘the police frequentl

oh letter, No, 1227R., dated 26th February 1885, from the Sanitary Uommiissioner 
for Bengal, submitting the Report of the Health Officer of the Port of 
Calcutta for 1884, 


Te Report is submitted by Dr. Lidderdale, who has recorded his remarks 
thereon in compliance with the wish expressed in the Government Resolution 
on last year’s report.* : ’ 

2. Dr. Lynch, who was Health Officer of the Port throughout the year, 
inspected the ships in Port, while boats were inspected by the Native Sanitary 
Inspector. Dr. Lynch explains that the I tor’s duties are to 
inquire into the sanitary condition of the native boats and their crews, and to 

roeure the removal of the sick to the hospitals. More than 12,000 native 
bale were inspected, and in 289 cases the intervention of the police was 
required for enforcement of sanitary regulations. From the fact that admissions 
into hospital during 1854 were 301 as against 212 in the preceding year, 
Dr. Lynch infers that the boatmen are beginning to understand and value the 
visits of the Inspector. In addition to these duties, the Inspector is required, 
besides assisting the Health Officer, to inspect the river banks and latrines, and 
to report all nuisances. These duties seem to have been satisfactorily performed. 

The total number of vessels, both in-coming and out-going, inspected 
during the year by Ur. Lynch fell from 1,464 in 1883 to 1,197 in 1884. 
The decrease, which has been chiefly in sailing ships, is ascribed to the 
smaller number of véssels which came to the Port owing to the depres- 
sion in trade. More eign than out-going vessels were inspected, Dr. ch 
explaining that inspection is deemed more necessary, and is more rigorously * 
observed in the case of the former than the latter. ’ 

4. The sanitary history of the year would have been favourable had not 
cholera been, unusually prevalent, both in the town and in the Port, during 
the months of March, April, and May. Bowel-complaints were fewer than in 
1883, while fevers were more numerous. Small-pox was prevalent; but occa- 
sioned no deaths. Cases of sunstroke were numerous, but only one case was fatal. 

No increase in venereal disease is stated to have followed the-cessation of action _ 
under the Contagious Diseases Act. Twenty-four cases of scurvy were admitted 
into hospital, seventeen cases having occurred in vessels from New York. 
Dr. Lynch remarks that vessels. from that port si pc hring seurvy, and 
that he has drawn the attention of the Shipping Master to the matter, Sir 
Rivers Thompson would be glad to know whether any action has beep taken
